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BISMARCK AT VARZIN. 


The Prince’s Pomeranian Retreat and 
Hou He Passes His Time There. 
Dr. Moritz Buschs New Book. | 

In this room are to be found many curiosi- 
ties, among them being lance-heads and a 
spiral golden bracelet of prehistoric period; 
the rifled pistol with which the Prince, when 
a youth, performed various feats, such, for 
instance, as shooting off the heads of ducks as 
they swam onthe water; a hunting hanger, 
Which he used on his bear-hunting expedi- 
tion in Russia; a sabre, in velvet sheath, pre- 
sented by the Bey of Tunis, the costly Damas- 
dene blade of which is supposed to 
be of the time of the Crusades, and 
two massive Japanese swords of the finest 
steel, conferred upon the Chancellor in 1872 
dy the Mikado as a high distinction. Here 
also are a number of the presents made to the 
Prince and Princess onthe oceasion of their 
silver Wedding. About three paces from the 
window, opposite the cabinet containing old 
arms and other antiquities, stunds the Chan- 
cellor’s writing table. It is of walnut wood, 
the top covered in green leather, and has on 
each side two deep drawers with brass han- 
dices and mountings, and Letween these a 
wider and shailower one. Among the cts 
on the table are a candelabra, scveral bronze 
letter- weights of curious desigus, a large por- 
celain inkstand, pens, and some unusually 
long and thick pencils, which the Prince 
pow uses almost exclusively. Neur- the 
Writing table we observe on the right a 
litth oaken table with large and small 
sheets of paper, andon the left a large table 
With books, among which is Bible. The 
Chancellor’s bed-room adjoins the library, 
and this room also overiooks the park. „Near 
it is a narrow, dark passave, from which on 
the right hand some steps lead to a bath. On 
the same side, nearthe door tothe bath, we 
noticed a mysterious-looking liltle gate, from 
Which a spiral staircase descends into the 
darkness below. eis that the donjon’’’ Tin- 
quired. M door of escape, replied the 
Prince. Ashe afterward explained, it ena- 
bles himto beat a retreat when suddenly 
threatened with an unwelcome but not-to-be- 
refused visitor. Where the subterranean pas- 
sage leads to, where it emerges into daylight, 
and where the fugitive seeks further retreat 
must not be disclosed, 

In what way the Prince evades other unde- 
sirable visitors the following example will 
show: one day a man came who sent me 
word on my declining tosee him that if be 
could not come in he would go and hang him— 
self. sent a message to say that if he could 
not help doing so I would have the newest and 
sirengest rope fetched for him, but sce me he 
should not. He then took his departure with- 
out, to my knowledge, having done anv harm 
to himself. 

The Manor of Varzin formerly belonged toa 
far large and more valuabie vroup of estates, 
part of which were origin: lly in the 
sion of the Von Zitzewitz family, 
and afterwards in that of the Count von 
Podewils. At the bevinning of the present 
century the estate, Which had become dimin- 
ished in extent, passed into the hands of THe 
von Blumenthal. who received in Uilithe titrh 
ofCount, It was from a memberof this fam- 
ily that the Prince, in Iss, after the substan. 
tial acknowledgement for his services to the 
State voted him bythe Prussian Diet, acquir- 
ed the property, then still further reduced in 
area by the sale of the Chorow estate. At that 
time the manor,shrunk from its original enen 
ACTCs, more or Css, 10 about 
M lifth of that quantity, 
comprised, besides Varzin, the estates Wh 
sow. Pudiger and Misdow, with the outlving 
farm Charlottenthal only. The Prince has 
embraced every opportunity to add to his do- 
main by purchase. In isos he aequired the 
Selitz estate, and in IS74 Chorow, which had 
been alienated by his predecess wv. Was [ratise 
ferredi to him, making thetotal aeres some 
26,000 eres, The Prince.fliowever, does not 
content Inmeself merely with adding land to 
land, but is an enerevetic and tnoughtful im- 

wover. Ille Was always a capital farmer and 
1% 18 50 i.. 

The viliave of Varzin lies for the most part 
to the north and east of the mansion and farm 
buildings. [tis small and unimportant, con- 
sisting merely of a double row of houser near 
the high read. The population is composed of 
five cultivators of the seilanda few day la- 
borers and village artisans. In the public 
house of the place live the police sent from 
Re rlin to protect the Prinee from atte mpts on 
his person. It need cares * be said that 
Varzin has telegraphic connection with the 
capital and a postmaster, through whose 
bands in a recent vear no less than 650,000 
letters and packets and some 10,000 telegrams 
passed. In vain did a notice appear in all 
the journals deprecating the continuance of 
these troublesome communications, This 
only seemed to augment them, and the sub- 
jects dealt with were almost as numerous as 
the cnre lopes. Every device was emploved 
10 induce the Chancellor himself to open these 
letters. They were registered, they were 
marked **to be personally opened’? or im- 
portant contents—please to read vourself.’’ 

‘bis evil gradually took such appalling dimen- 

sions that the Prince felt necessitated to issue 
an order declining to receive all private let- 
ters not evidently emanating from relations 
or particular friends. There is no church in 
the village. Whoever wishes to hear a ser- 
mon hastogoto W ussow, about an hour’s 
distance. The Prince, although a God-fear- 
ing man, seeking his strength and = consola- 
tion in religion, and regarding death as the 
janun vit, seldom attends public worship. 

The Chancellor iy his Varzin retreat devotes 
himeelf chiefly to seeking refreshment from 
- overwork and friction. Ille does not wear 
bere bis usual town dress, «a cuirassier’s uni- 
form, but in the house a black suit and white 
cravat, with paleredand blue flowers, and 
out of doors a thick gray jacket and a broad- 
brimmed hat with high crown. Soon after 0 
o'clock he would be out for a walk, accom-

re nied by his knobbed stick and his dogs. 
totween 10 and 11 0’clock the Chancellor, with 
his family and the visitors, sit down to an 
English breakfast. He himself usually takes 
a glass of milk and tben one or two cups of 
coffee, with toast and two soft-boiled 
eves. Letters and telegrams are brought to 
him during the meal, and he then gives in- 
structions how they are to be dealt with. 
Shortly afterwards business, is transacted with 
the farmers, bailiffs and woodmen of the 
estate. Between 1 and 2 o’clock a ride or a 
drive is taken in an open carriage. Visits to 
or from neighbors are the exception; possibly 
political differences may account for this. 
Previous to the Princeés stay in Varzin in 
1877, he could not bear the fatigue of much 
riding, particularly ut a gallop. 
But the benetit derived at Gastein strength- 
ened him too in this respeet. The din- 
ner hour is about 5:50. The Chancellor feeds 
his two dogs from the table with his own 
hands. The sight of this suggested to me 
pictures of Wodem with his two wolves. Af- 
ter dinner a cup of coffee is taken in the bil- 
liard-room, where the Prince usually sits 
smoking a pipe in front ofthe fire, which he 
occasionally replenishes with a log from the 
basket standing near. At about 10 o'clock 
ten is served in the Princess’ 3 of 
which during my stay the Prinee did not par- 
tuke, preferring a glass of milk, and at about 
11:20 the family retire to rest. 
The 'rince's table is provided 
almost exclusively with what bas been reared, 
yrown send killed upon his property. - 
most everything eaten here,“ suid the Prince 
one eve ning „comes from ny « states—ineunt, 
Came. veget able „ fish, peaches, artichokes 
and walnuts. 1 am obliged occasionally to 
buy asheep from one of my tenants, and my 
family is not large enough for me to kill my 
own beef. 1 get that from Dietze, who em- 
ploys so many people in his sugar refinery.’’ 
The Chancellor has for some time past aban- 
doned out-door sports. These he has 
left to his sons. But he is as fond 
as over of wandering about his park, which 
well justifies his inelination. The Prince 
knows every large tree on the place. He 
scems to have made himself acquainted with 
every inch of his territory. The night, the 
moon and the stars, too, not unfrequently 
witness his wanderings. He often spoke to 
me of his observations and reflections in his 
park. One day he pleasantly described how 
he had watched his daws teach their young 
to Hy, how he had seen them lead their little 
ones tothe neighboring coast to their worm 
diet, and how ultimately they went like 
vrand folks, to spend their winter inthe 
town in the towers of Stolp and Schiawe.’’ 
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OSTRICH FARMING. 


How the Plumes are Obtained Which 
Adorn the Hats of Wealthy Belles. 
(From the Hartford Times. 

CAVE COLONY, September 20.—The courts of 
fashion would be stinted in their materials of 
magniticenee were it not for the ivory, the dia- 


monds and the ostrich feathers which take 


high rank in the merchandise of South Africa. 


Ostrich feathers are now quite as much the 


product of regulated human labor as wool, mo- 
hair or silk. Twelve or hfteen vears ago 
trich farming was unknown here. ‘To obtain 
its beautiful and much-coveted plumage the 
ird Was bunted down and killed. Under this 
process the ostrich was fast approaching anni- 
hilation. For some time before the plan was 
resorted to of domesticating the ostrich, this 
vreat creature was a rare bird in CapejColony. 
The hunter, whether white or black, — 
his murderous calling during the proper se 
son for the sport, which is a business; and — „ 
ut the proper season for barter, the tr ader 
appeared at some established place in the in- 
terior, With his wagons laden with guns, 
powder, blankets, wire. beads, brandy, and 
other attractions for the native eve and appe- 
tite, and a brisk exchange took place. Ivory 
karasses, rhinoceres horns, hippopotamus 
teeth, and ostrich feathers were gladlyeac- 
cepted for merchandise. The departure ofa 
great trader with his train of six or eicht 
wawons, all gaily painted and cosily covered in 
avith snow-white canvas, Was and still is an 
occurrence often seen here. As the drivers 
snap their long whips, and the voyagers 
move briskly away with eight yoke of oxen tu 
each wagon, all eves are uponthem with the 
look given to far-vovaging ships when they 
leave port. Notunfrequently the costly wares 
are sold at auction on the morning market, 
and the tusks, teeth, skins, horns, and fea 
ers are spread out upon the ground as if they 
were no more costly than garden produce. It 
jis no uncommon thing to see Wavon cargoes 
worth $50,000 exhibited in this way, amid a 
crowd of lookers-on, some of whom are al- 
mostas Wild asthe animals which produced 
the spoils. and as black as coal, 

The domesticated ostrich is allowed to roam 
over large farms. ¢ farms are very large - 
out 6,000 acres each. IIuge tracts of land 
are unoccupied, The traveler might jour- 
nev for days without seeing an ostrich, and 
vet there arc now about 80,000 domesticated 
birds in Cape Colonv. One gentleman in 
Graff Runetttold me that his birds averaged 
him £15, or ro each per „ear. A gentleman 
of large experience in Grahamstown, who has 
“OO ostriches, told me that his noch net him 
72, per vear, each bird.

samy prevails among the wild birds. 
male often hasse females to his share: 
common establishinent is kept up, the eyes are 
all laid in one nest, and the male bird aud his 
hens take upon themselves the labor of setting 
upon the eggs by turns during incubation. In 
the open desert in many parts of Africa,north 
of this latitude, where the heatexceeds thatof 
the Cape, the wild ostrich merely leaves her 
ges to be hatched, unwatched, bv the heut of 
the sand. Here itis otherwise. Ostrich far- 
mers Msually pair a male and female together: 
some pair two females with one male. Au- 
vust is the laving time, and eggs continue to 
be deposited in one nest for six wecks. Dur— 
ing that period about twenty eggs are laid. 
In natural incubation the male bird takes his 
part with regularity. At nicht he stalks 
uround the female, grazing a little as he 
—as policemen are supposed to do when on 
their beat. 

The voung birds be 
months from hatching: 
poor and of little value, 
months the crop is better: 
come better with each season, 
ers are worth 31 20 per pound, and ‘**blood 
feathers’’ from $1 0 to per pound. 
Twelve years ago chicks could be bought for 
+] YO each, now the veriest chick, fresh from 
ihe egg, will sell for $24, and after a few 
months from M0 to ~Weach.

It is estimated that £70,000 sterling worth of 
feathers are exported from Cape Colony 
monthiv—or about $4,000,000 worth per year. 

Two Americans have lately deen here look- 
ing into the business, with aview of intro- 
ducing the ostrich into the United States. 
(ine farmer here, a Mr. Donglass, reared 
from six breeding birds (four hens and two 
ale birds) 150 birds in one year.

On this account the question is an exceedingly 
interesting one to the Justices whose daily 
amount of bread and butter is dependent 
upon the number of cases they are called upon 
to hear, and out of which they get their sig- 
nificant whack. 
THE LANDLORD LAW. 

The law which furnishes a number of cases 
for Justices’ Courts is that relative to land- 
lords and tenants. There are many cases of 
this character occurring daily in St. Louis, 
and those who swear them into court are 
numbered among the best citizens, who are 
able and fully prepared to pay, at a moment’s 
notice, any and all fees attending their juris- 
diction. For this reason these cases are in 
demand, each Justice knowing the fact that 
they enable bim to fold in his judicial robes a 
number of legal tender notes at the conclusion 
ofeach mighty opinion he gives. ‘he law 
governing these cases is not as plain as the one 
of 1872, but is materially the same. It reads 
as follows.
